Railroad returned from tho East yes- 
terday, and they confirm tho rumors 
mentioned in (lie Tribune yesterday 
that they bad been unable to effect an 
arrangement with tho Wabash which 
would not make it necessary fur the 
two roads to build additional lines be- 
tween this city and St. Louis. 
Al- 


though they have been unsuccessful in 
their efforts, yet they have not given 
up all hope of bringing about an amica- 
able arrangement in the end. They 
claim that a majority of tho Directors 
ol tho Wabash are opposed to the ex- 
tension of their rond to this city, but 
somehow or other the minority, which 
is in favor of the extension, has thus 
far succeeded in bulldozing the others. 


It must bo understood that it is not 


the Wubusli Company that means to 
build the new extension. The Wabash 
has purchased the Chicago & 1'aducah, 
which brings it fiom Rcment to Strawn. 
From this point to Chicago the old 
Dccatur iV State Lino right of way is 
to be used. 
For the building of thia 


line a Construction Company has been 
formed, nnJ some of the Directors of 
the Wabash and former officials of tbo 
Chicago <V I'aducah arc said to be tnom- 
bera of it. This Construction Company 
will ieiiHC the road, when completed, to 
the Wabash. 
It is claimed by Kome 


parties that the Wabash has already en- 
tered into a contract with the Construc- 
tion Company, and that this is the rea- 
wm the proposition of the Illinois Cen- 
tral could not be accepted, though a 
majority of the Directors of the \Vu- 
bash were in favor of it. The Construc- 
tion Company evidently means to make 
the best of the- bargain, and itwill leave 
nothing undone to prevent the scheme 
from being spoiled. 


The Illinois Central people say they 


will certainly extend their line to St. 
Louis, if the \Vu!in«li insist on accept-
